* to hear a Sermon, where I was fſurprifed 
* with unuttcrable Sorrow and Anguith of 
* Mind, by occaftoa of ſeeing fo few Au- 
* ditors therc ; and relecting how many for 
*feir of lofing any opertunity for ont- 
* ward profit, did negle&t the Erernal 
"Good of th:ir Souls; this anguiſh ill 
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increaſed upon me, till my return home 
© where the extremity of it overcoming 
* my bodily ſtrength and health, I was fai 
*ro betake my ſelf tro my Bed, my Sto 
© m2ch being altogether taken from me 
© ſo that I could not get down the lealt bi 
© of Bread or drop of Drink: The nex 
* day finding by the great increaſe of my 
© Weaknels, that my departure was nea! 
© 1 received the Holy Communion at th 
© hand of Mr. Jorden, and to the amaze 
* ment of all that were preſent ; I receiv 
© ed the Bread and Wine without the lea 
© reluctancy of my Stomach ; whereas { 
© time befure I had like to have been choak 
© ed, by endeavouring, at the preſſing i 
© portunity of my Malter, to ſwallow 0 
© little bit of boyled Fiſh. 
* Having taken this Heavenly Proviſio

© my extream Diſtreſs and Horrour, 

* cauſe wWhercof was Satan abjeing 
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F Sins to me, tempting me to diſpair, and 
* ſtrangely tormenting me by ſhnteing his 
© fiery Darts into me, wherewith 1 was 
* as ſenſibly pained as if ſo many Daggers 
* or Knives had been ſtabbed in my Hearr. 
© Soon after this, Death began to ſcaſe 
© me, manifeſting it felf in the extream 
© coldneſs of my Fcer, which increaſed up- 
© ward, till all feeling was taken from 
*me; neither could I ſo much as open 
* my Mouth, my Fleſh was grown fo tiff 
* and cold : Not long after | perfectly pet- 
© ceived my Eye-ſtrings to break ; yer my

* Iy hear them Pray for me: I alſo heard 
* them ſay one to another; Feel hu Legs and 
© Feet how co/d they be; be mill nat continue 
* log now: All which I heard with my 
F Ears; but was not ſenfible when they 
* touched me: I heard the Watch-man 
© cry poſt Eleven « Clock, and about 7 welve 
my Hearing was taken away likewiſe, and 
* then it ſeemed ro me as if | had been taken 
© up with my Body, and carricd much 
* ſwifter than an Arrow out of a Bow, till 
© I caine before the Gates of Hell, where 
# | could perceive nothing, but thick Dark- 
* neſs, Smoke, and a molt abominable Stink, 
aud loathſom bitterSavour, which I cannot 
F COMPare With any Stink in this World,ir 
© Was. 


© was ſointollerable: Here I heard many 
* gaſhly & terrible Youces,crying /Hountams 
«fat apon ws, Hills £90 ns, that we be not 
* placed before the face of God: Wo! © Wo 
Ow! damned to all Eternity, And after 
* a while | found my ſelf furround-d with 
* winy thouſand Devils, who tempred 
*me to diſpair, but 1 defended my elf 
* with the Shictd of Faith, truſting in the 
* Mercy of God through Clriſt ; in this 
* Prayer of Faith my Spirit crycd earneſt- 
*ly to Gad, and preſently thereupon this 
* dark and loathſome Scene diſappeared. 

* Then the Holy Ghoſt appeared to me 
*in the Figure of a man cloathed all in 
* White, and having placed me in a Golden 
*Charriot, he carried me i1ito the clear 
* heavenly Light, whence God is called 
*the Father of Lights, from whom all 
* good and perfect Gifts do procecd,.and 
F indeed this was ſuch a Citt, when the 
* Holy Ghoſt carried me in the Golden 
* Charrtiot Chriſt, our of the helliſh Dark- 
*nels, iuto the ſplendor of the Divine 
*Glory : for Chriſt alone is the Way, the 
* Truth and tlic 1.ife, neither can any one 
* come tothe Father of Glory bur by him. 

* And when I was thus placed in the 
* Light of the divine Glory, I aw the 
* Quires of the hoy Angels, Prophets and

; © Apoſtles, ſinging and making melody 
© round God's Throne, with Heavenly 
© Voices and divine Muſick; but not in 
© Bodily Shapes: The holy Angels ap- 
* peared in the likeneſs of innumerable 
© Flames of Fire, and the Saints like bright 
© ſhining Lights; the Throne of God p- 
© peared like a Glorions ſhining Bright- 
* neſs, which no human Reaſon can con- 
© ceive, neither can | in the leaſt deſcribe 
© what it was: Here | hcard the Heaven» 
©ly Harmony, af\d ſmelled fuch ſweet 
© Odours, to which all Earthly delights 
<« compared, arc trifles ind meer ſhadows, 
& Ill which as was afterwards told me, 
« was therefore manifeſted unto me, that 
© 1 mizht comfort the Afﬀiicted and Sor- 
©rowful of Heart, who are under preat 
© crofles and anguiſh in this World; and 
© was Charged t© afſure them that one 
© Ounce of Croſs and Sorrow here, ſhall 
© be rewarded with a thouſand Pound of 
© Heavenly Joy; and all tiis of meer 
© Grace. : 

* During my abode here, the Holy Ghoſt 
© by the miniſtry of an Angel, opened un- 
©to me the widerſtanding or meaning of 
© rhe whole Fib!e, and that in a moment. 
* And by the Angelical Revelition, it was 


© ſhewed me, 1lhatl was to tell all thoſe 
* who 


twho deſire to enter into this Kingdom of 
tGlory, that they mult havea Living Faith 
tin Jeſus Chriſt, and give proof of this 
© Faith by their Love; and repent from 
their whole Hearts, and be converted : 
© Becauſe the Lord will no longer indure 
©that Hypoeriſe and ſhew of Holinefs 
exhich is fo common in the World, be- 
t cauſe it is determined in the council of 
the Holy Trinity, that no man {hall ſee 
© Chriſt face to face, to all Eternity, but 
© he who [ith __ here in this times 1 
Y Faith, and in 5] Arit in his own Hearr. 
© Many have a knowledge of Chriſt, a 
© cording to the Fleſh, and the ns 
© henhon of their own carnal Reaſon; but 
$ few know ©hrilt by Faith, and in Spirit, 
© which thcir Evil Fruits are an undoubted 
© evidence and toren of 5; and efpccially 
© this, thai there ts ſcarcely any true Love 
Cleft in the World ; for a!l the Friend» 
© ſhip of the world is meer Diſſembling 
© and Flatt:ry, no man iptending the good 
© of his Ncizghbuyr irom the bottom of 
* his Heart, by ai which they make it ap» 
© pezr that tlicy have no Faith: for as 
© little as Light ca1 be without ſhining, 
*the Sun without Beams, a good Tree 
© withour good true; folittle can Faith be 
* without Luvc and geud Works.

So far Hans his own Words. 


The following was writ of him con- 
cerninn how it was with him after he 
canic into the Body again. 

'The Lord was pleaſed to ratihe and con- 
firm the Revelation He had piven to him, 
atter his return to Life again, by theſc 
following Miraclc 

lhe ji was, That immediately 
vpon his rettrn to Lite, he found himſelf 
in more perte*t. Health and Vigor then 
ever he had enjoyed before, and that with- 
Out the uſe of any Medicine, or any hu- 
man help wharfoever. It was obſerved 
that as li43 Hearing was the laſt Sence he 
Joit,ſo 1t was the hrit Sence he recovered 
upo'. his return to the Body; tor he heard 
the Voice cf thoie that vere in the Room, 
before lic 1111 the uſe of his other Sences. 

2. Atother Wonder was, - that the 

dJ.ight which had been communicated to 
his Soul, whillt he was j1 Heaven, con- 
rinued with him atter his return to Life, 
and gave him the knowledge of the My- 
ſteries contained in the Scriptures, tho" 
he had never read them. 

3- Another mir:cvlons thing obſerved 
was, that he conic! 1nd did Difſcourte whole 
Eays and Night together, without cither 

exhauſting

exhavſting the treaſure of his Mind, or the 
trength of his Body, in which thing he 
challenged thoſe Miniſters that Nandercd 
him to do the like. 

4. Moreover his Life and Health was 
preſerved for many Weeks gogether , 
without any outward bodily Meat or 
Drink. He alſo experienced after he be- 
gan to eat, that the moſt exquilit Dainties 
of this world could not overcome the re- 
liſh of thoſe inconceiveabie Sweets which 
he had talted in the ether World, and 
which ever after continued vppermolt 
with him. 

5. Another Wonder was, That he ne- 
ver Slept for many Weeks together ; and 
when his Step- mother atter much ado had 
perſwaded him to eat ſomething, in hopes 
; that it might procure Sleep to him; yet 
for all that his watchfulneſs continued 
with him nine Months together. 

6, Thelaſt Wonder was, That for one 
and forty Nights after his return to the 
Body, he continued to hear the Mulick 
of Angels, as he had heard it in the other 
World, and himſelf was wont to. Sing * 
with them whole Nights together : Du- 
ring this time of his hearing the Angelical 
melody, it happened that a certain Wo- 
man having contigued with him one 
Night, 
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Night, till all the reſt of the company 
was gone, and hearing him fay ever and 
anon, Dor*r you bear byw ſweetly the Angel, 
ſirg : She became thereby inflamed with 
a ſtrong, delire to pertake of that Czleſti- 
al Harmony; wherevpon he bid her lay 
hcr Ear to his Ear; which ſhe had ro 
ſooner done, but ſhe heard it likewiſe, 
and in a ſtrange tranſport of Joy broke 
forth into the high Fraiſcs of God. 

Some time atter his return to Life, he 
kad the following Viſions of the New 
Heaven and Earth, which he expreſleth as 
followeth.

© LDEing in an Extacy, I] ſaw my {cif 


& placed on a traniparent Earth, the 
* Heavens that ſurroundcd, were as bright 
Cas the Sun, and 11 the ſame I beheld a 
« Sun infinitly brighter and more glorious 
* tliin that in the outward Firmament : 
* 1-1izw alſo the Moon and Stars, but un- 
© utterably ſurpaſling thoſe we ſe2 here, in 
* ſplendor and beauty. The Heaven, Sun, 
© Moon and Stars, rcticctcd their Glory 

* upon 
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*npon the Chriſtaline Earth, and were 
*ſcen in it far more clearly then any 
© oppolit Objects are diſcerned in the belt 
© Looking-glailes. I beheld alſo rhe Earth 
F adorned with moſt beadtiful Flowers of 
Fall ſorts, which were ſplendorous and 
© ſhining, and their Colour fir morc live- 
©ly then thele here below, 
©I ſaw no | Man upon this Earth fave 
© only the Lord Jeſus in his glorified Body, 
freſembling |a tranſcendently beautiful 
© Young Man, his Body was tranſparent, 
© fo that 1 could fee his Heart in the midit 
of it ; his ſacred Wounds ſhined like fo 
many glorious Stars; and his whole 
Body ſhew'd a luſtre far beyond that of the 
© New Heavens; in his Face 1 deſcerned 
*my own Face more clearly then ever [ 
* had ſeen it in a Looking-glaſs. Bur 
*what ſhall I ſay more of the Glory and 
* Beauty of his all Glorious Face, rhe re- 
* membrance whereof doth ro this day 
* fill my Heart with ſuch exalting Joy, as 
*I cannot compare with any of the plea- 
* ſures or delights of this world. As1 
* was bceholding the unutterable Beauty 0 
© Chriſt, 1 ſaid unto him, Deareſt Lord 
* Jeſus, ſhew unto me thy Father : Whic 
© I had no ſooner ſlid, but | aw a won 
* derful Flame, ſtreaming forth from hi 
* Heart 
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Heart, which immediately filled the New 
© Heavens and Earth, and gave them a 
© thouſand fold greater Glory then they 
* had before. 1 ſaid unto him alſo, Lord 
* ſhew me the Holy Ghoſt : and as ſoon 
| * 25 | hal fo ſaid, I ſaw many thouſands 
© of Beams darred from all parts of his 
| ©Body in like manner, as Rays proceed 
« from the Sun: Thus 1 ſaw the Holy 
* Ghoſt proceeding from the Father and 
| * the Son; and | ſaw the Father in Chriſt, 
*and Chrilt in the Father, for the whole 
* Body of Chriſt was filled with the kery 
* flaming Glory of the Father; and I ſaw 
©the Holy GhoT in the likeneſs of infinit 
© Rays, proceeding from the Father 
*through Chriſt, even through all the 

* parts a1d m<cmbers of his Body. 
* Then I delired to behold the Souls of 
* Saints; whereupon he led further into 
* the Father, and ſhewed me the Souls of 
* Belicvers in God's Hand, where no pair 
* could rouch them ; they appeared to me 
*in the likeneſs of many great Sparks of 
*Light, very ſwiftly moving one through 
* another. Thenl defired to ſee my Mo- 
©*ther in her bodily Figure; for ſhe dyed 
© when | was yet a Child; which at the 
* fixlt was wlenyed me; bur afterwards 
* ppon continuing ialtant ig my requeſt, 
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©7 was commanded to return to the 
© World, and tocall all the Dead in Chriſt, 
© 2nd to bid them ariſe, fer Chrilt com- 
© manded it. Upon this 1 ſaw many Graves 
© open, out of which Bodies aroſe, and 
© they came with me into the New world, 
© 3nd ſtood about the Lord Jeſus, ] could 
© diſcern them all in his Body, as it were 
© by reflection; and he again did ſhine, 
© and was ſeen in every one of their Bodies 
© in like manner as wher a Criſtial Globe 
© being hung up in the midſt 'of a Room, 
* with many leſſer Globes round abour it, 
* all the leſſer are ſeen in the great Globe, 
*and the great Globe appears in every one 
* of the leſſer. I needed not toask any Que- 
* ſtions what this or that was, for whatſo- 
© ever I ſaw, 1 knew alfo. 

© ſaw moreover a great number of 
* Birds with Golden Feathers, flying under 
* the Heavens, and praiſing God. I ſaw 
© alſo the Beaſts of the Field, which were 
* moſt beautiful, the Hair of their Skin 
* ſhining like Gold; with theſe the Saints 
* delighted themſelves, bleſſing and prait- 
*ing God, who had created ſuch a vait 
* pumber of heautiful Creatures for his 
© Praiſe and Glory. 

* Whilſt I was ſurpyiſed with theſe 
* Wonderful Sights, and tranſported with 
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© Songs and Melody of the Saints and An- 
;* gels, the Lord faid unto me, Now re- 
© turn again unto the Earth, and declare unto 
© the Children of Men what thon kat ſeen 
© andbrard, and tell them, That if thy would 
© cozze bither to enjoy whatſoever their Hearts 
© can deſire, and have their Bodies made like m 
© Glorious Body, they muſt heartily Report, 
© ard not reſt the Hly Ghoſt Ly any known 
© Sin, and thereby binder bim from working 
* Faith in them, nhich eviderceth it ſelf by 
* Love, without which none can bc ſaved, or 
© have ther Souls purified, and clarified , for 
© nome ſhall have their Boates glorified 1n E- 
© rernity, whoſe Souls have vor been purified 
here in time. And when I was inſtant 
* with the Lord, that | might remain in 
©Paradiiſe; alcadging that if I ſhould re- 
*trrn to the Earth, men would not be- 
© lieve my Report. The Lord comfort- 
* ed me, and ſaid, Do thes bear it patiently, 
* when thou heareſt men Blaſpheam my Works : 
* for the more thou ſha't ſuffer for my ſake m 
© the World, the more hwtafter (halt thou ye- 
© 50)ce with me in Soul and Body ; Return thou 
© therefore again into the World, and tell them 
© re things - I command thee : Run apace, 
*-ir4 mp tly ſelf, kt not the long Garments 
* of this World tntangle thy Feet ,, let no man 
+ [ip or ſtay thie: haſte thee away I [*y, 
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ind I will follow thee at thy Heels, and 
© will come quickly ro make an end of this 
© Wicked World, and take my Saints to me in 
© my K ing dom, where they ſhall enjoy Eternal 
* Happineſs ; and will ſend the Wi fed to the 
* Bottomleſs Pit of Hell. 

© Then | deſired that before my depar- 
"ture out of Paradiſe, 1 might fiy up in- 
©to the Air; which was granted me, 
© where | ſaw David and Sulomon delighting 
©themfſelves with Eirds, that perched on 
© their Fingers, and ſung moſt Melodi- 
© ouſly: And from thence, at my deſire, 
©[ mounted up to the Stars, and from 
thence was carried up into the infinite 
© ſpace of Eternity, where | beheld rhe 
* unutterable and inconceiveable Glory 
* of God, which I can no way in the leaſt 
© declare what it was. 

© Then the Lord Jeſus put a Golden 
©Tankard into my Left hand, and a Gold- 
*en Cup into my Right hand, and Lid, 
© Go now, and return to the World, and fill 
* out to every one 4 Taſter of this Heavenly 
* Wine of my Kingdom, and to every one 
t that doth reliſh i, and. deſire ro pertake of 
© this my Banquet, ard to have their fill 
© thereof ro all Eternity; Du thou declare 
* that 1 will come quickly, and: take the 


* along with me"to my Hi avenly Banquet :

© Troubles, do thou charge, from me, that they

'* miſſion to my Will, chuſe ts ſujfer Anguſh

'© with Crfſes and Tribulation, but hereaf:er

* And whereas | had ſeen a Young man, 
©through the Body of Chriſt ; and he alſo 
© ſaw me through the ſame Body, ſo that 
© we beheld one another through the 
© Body of Chriſt; the Angel told me, 
© That hence 1 ſhould take occaſion to tell 
© Chriſtians, That they muſt look one up- 
© on another, in and through Chrilt, with 
*the Eyes of Love and Charity; as alfo 
* that Chriſt muſt dwell in us, and wein 
*I»vn, And whereas it was a Young man 
* whom I ſaw, the Angel bid me to ligni- 
*fie to Men, from thence, That in this 
* Frernal Life we ſhall continually grow 
* more Young, and Beautiful ; whereas 
* here we [till grow Older and more De- 
* formed. 
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© Alſo, whereas I found that I could do 
© whatſoever I deſired, or wiſhed for, the 
* Angel bid me tell Men, T hat when they 
* come hither, nothing ſhall be impoſſible 
© for them; and whatſoever they delire, 
© ſhall, as ſoon as delired, be effected. 
© Moreover I knew for certain , that 
* there we ſhall find a Glorious New Hea- 
© ven and Earth, and that Paradiſe ſhall 
*be in the midſt of the Eternal Space, 
© and the New Heavens ſhall ſurround the 
©New Earth, upon which ſhall live all 
© manner of Beaſts, and the Air ſhall be 
© full of Birds; though theſe ſhall never 
© come into Eternity, no more then the 
© Sun, Moon and Stars; becauſe in Eter- 
© nity nothing of this outward Creation 
© is to be found; but the Beaſts ſhall abide 
© upon the New Earth, and the Birds in 
© the Air, and upon the Trees, where they 
© ſhall ſing moſt Meludioully to the Praiſe

© And when weare here, we may as oft 
*as we pleaſe, aſcend vp into Eternity, 
© and deſcend again totte Ne x Earth, and 
© ſport with Bealts and Eirds, ve, with 
*the Sun, Moon and Stars: H:re we 
* ſhall, as oft as we pleaſe, begin a Divine 
* Mulical 
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*Mufical Conſort, and ſhall rejoyce in God 
4 * afteran infinite variety of ways, now al- 
{ *rogether unknown to us : we ſhall be able 
*to paſs through and through the New 
| } * Earth, with the ſame caſe as Fiſhes glide 
* through the Water, or Birds through the 
* Air. The Earth it ſelf will be a thouſand 
| *times more tranſparent then the maſt 
| *clear Looking-glais, and conſequently 
| © ſhall continually receive, by refle&1on, the 
| * luſter of the New Heavens, with its Sun, 
* Moon, and Stars, which will make the 
| * New Earth ſurpaſſing bright and Glori- 
* ous: We ſhall likewiſe be able to ſge quite 
!*throuzh the Earth, though the thickneſs 
|*of it be of ſome thouſand of Miles: But 
'*Eternity will be our Manſiou-houſe, as be - 
'<ing the Palace of the great King; and 
: * Paradiſe ſhall be as a Garden of Pleaſure 
;* belonging to the ſame Palace, where the 
'*Saints, thoſe heavenly Kings ſhall go to 
* recreat themſelves, whoſe Bodies ſhall 
* ſhine brighter then the Sun in the Firma- 
*mament, for the Glory of God ſhall pierce 
*them through and throvgh. Now how 
* great,think we, will that Glory be, when 
* many hundred thouſands of ſuch Bodies 
* are met together : Bur belides, there we 
* ſhall ſee alſo Chriſt our Saviour, whoſe 
* Body ſhall be more bright and Glorions 
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© than many hundred thouſands of the Bo- 
tdies of the Saints together; and indeed 
©;t will be an inconceiveable Joy to us to 
© hehold his more then Aimable and Friend- 
*ly AſpeR, for we ſhall ſee the Father in 
© him,and him in the Father, and the Holy 
© Spirit going forth from them both. Here 
we ſhall ſee truly what God is, which in 
©this World cannot be expreſt fully, or 
* underſtood : As for my part, I can never 
© call to remembrance the Revelation of 
* the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, as was 
© ſhewed to me in Paradiſe ; but my Heart 
© is filled with ſuch raviſhing Joys, as 1 can 
© compare to nothing in this World ; yea, 
if it were to'd me, that | was King over 
© the whole World, it could not give me 
© a Joy comparable to what I feel in my 
©ſelf, upon calling to mind what I there 
© ſaw.
